Laurentian on-campus students 
now have an alternative to 
downtown shopping. "What we've 
done is to provide a much needed 
service to give our students the 
opportunity to shop in the Four 
Corners area," said SGA VP 
External, David Filion. 

Filion feels that students have 
had enough of the inflated 
downtown prices. "A lot of 
students do not like the downtown 
area, so the SGA has taken the 
initiative to organize a bus service 
to Ryan's IGA at the Four 
Corners/' he explained. 

Several years ago the city of 



Sudbury ran a route to the Four 
Comers from the university which 
lost a great deal of money. This 
route, however, existed before 
many of the recent Four Corners 
developments. 

Filion cautions that the future 
of the service depends on how 
many students take advantage of 
it. This past weekend a total of 
forty-eight students used the 
service. Filion estimates that at 
least sixty riders per weekend 
would be necessary for the service 
to continue. 'This is why we call 
it the 'use it or lose it' bus 
service. The SGA and certain Four 
Comers merchants are subsidizing 
the service so long as it remains 



beneficial to both parties," he 
explained. 

Filion gives much of the credit 
for the service to recently elected 
SGA Representative at Large, 
Steve Fitzpatrick. "Steve has been 
great. He personnally polled 
nearly four hundred students as to 
what times they would prefer the 
route to run, he was instrumental 
in advertising the service as well," 
he said. 

The bus leaves from the top of 
the hill in front of Single 
Students', and runs on both 
Fridays and Saturdays. Copies of 
the schedule will be distributed 
this week.

AEF prepares

The new Centre for Talent 
Development on campus is now 
seeing clients for career related 
counselling. 

"We can start offering the 
service that we first received the 
grant for," said Director of Student 
Services, Paddy Blenkinsop. 

Job search skills and a develop- 
ment of personal awareness are 
just two of the elements Mireille 
Drouin-Farmer, the recently hired 
counsellor, plans on helping 
Laurentian students to attain. 

"Mainly, my role is to help the

Talk of a merger between 1' As- 
sociation des Etudiant(e)s Franco- 
phones (AEF) and the Students' 
General Association (SGA) is not 
over. The AEF Ad-Hoc committee 
is presently working on a counter- 
proposal to the one made by the 
SGA two weeks ago. This coun- 
ter-proposal is scheduled to be 
passed before the AEF council 
Wednesday, November 19, and 
Guy Pilon, Vice-President of the 
AEF says the counter-proposal 
"should have no trouble getting 
accepted." 

As for the contents of the AEF 
proposal, Pilon will be able to 
reveal more after the AEF council 
meeting, but he says the Ad-Hoc 



committee is striving for more 
guaranties. 

"The SGA council this year 
has very good intentions towards 
francophones, but in future years, 
this might not be the case. With a 
French Vice-President reduced to a 
passive role, francophones may be 
lost in a sea of English. What we 
want are guaranties that this will 
not happen," says Pilon. 

The committee seems to favor 
remaining financially independent, 
yet joining the SGA would mean 
belter utilisation of human resour- 
ces and a greater collaboration on 
student issues. 

"Our goal," says Pilon, "is to 
take a step forward, and make our 
student association reflect the bi- 
lingual status of Laurentian." 



student make vocational choices. 
By gaining information about 
themselves, their values, attitudes, 
and interests, students will have a 
greater awareness about choosing 
a career," explained Drouin- 
Farmer, a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Ottawa Masters in Psy- 
chology programme. 

While at the moment the ser- 
vice is limited to counselling, 
Drouin-Farmer plans on expand- 
ing the operation to include group 
workshops for career planning and 
job search skills, and a career 
resource centre. 

"There will be a centre for stu- 



dents to find information on future 
choices. There will be calendars 
from all other Canadian univer- 
sities and other resources related to 
graduate work and careers," she 
said. 

The Centre plans on hiring one 
more counsellor, for personal and 
life skills counselling. "We're 
hoping to have our second person 
in soon, but we have yet to find 
the appropriate one. This career 
counselling is, however, ready to 
go."

Practical joke 

history squeezes 

out V.P. not-to-be 

MONTREAL (CUP)— A practical 
joke played on students two years 
ago has cost Concordia University 
student Robert Johnston a job on 
student council. 

The hiring committee of 
Concordia's student council disco- 
vered that while at Vanier Col- 
lege, Johnston allegedly took part 
in the lacing of a batch of brown- 
ies with $34 worth of laxatives 

A background check determined 
that Johnston was involved in the 
organizing of a beer bash where 
one student fell out of a window. 

The brownies were given to 
unsuspecting students in the col- 
lege lounge. 

Johnston admitted knowing 
about the laced brownies, but 
denied having made or distributed 
them. He also said that the only 
problem with his beer bashes was 
that he was overzealous and let 
too many people in. 

Concordia student councillor 
Bettina Rosenberg said that when 
Johnston was nominated, no one 
was aware of his college history 
and it was only during a reference 
check that the information 
surfaced 

After a 20 minute closed ses- 
sion debate, student councillors 
told Johnston they decided to 
withdraw his nomination. 

Johnston said he is considering 
legal action against the board for 
defamation of character. 

Paganism still on 
the outs at U Vic 

VICTORIA (CUP)— The Univer- 
sity of Victoria administration, 
acting on the advice of the 
chaplain's office, has reconfirmed 
a decision to not allow a student 
pagan group to meet in the 
interfaith chapel. 

A draft report from the chap- 
lain's office says allowing pagans 
to worship in the chapel would be 
harmful to the pagan group, the 
women's movement, the commu- 
nity at large, and the credibility of 
interfaith. The university adminis- 
tration also thinks it is overly op- 
timistic to try to redefine terms 
like pagan and witchcraft because 
of general community paranoia. 

Rob Von Rudloff, a member of 
the Holly and Oak Pagan Discus- 
sion Group, said the report's 
attitude is patronizing and condes- 
cending, in trying to tell them 



what is in their best interests. 

The discussion group original- 
ly booked the chapel for cele- 
brating the fall equinox, but then 
received a letter cancelling the 
booking. 

After the cancellation, a cam- 
pus chaplain told group member, 
Bryony Lake, that the group's 
activities may be offensive and 
could be associated with 
Satanism. 

But Lake explained the basis of 
paganism is not connected with 
devil worship. 

"Paganism," said Lake, "is a 
blanket term describing religions 
which recognize divinity inherent 
in nature and includes the original 
celtic religion, the religions of the 
Lapps in Northern Finland and 
Norway, the North American 
Indians and of course, the ancient 
religions of Greece, Asia Minor 
and Africa." 

Federal science 

policy in disarray, 

warn groups 

OTTAWA (CUP)— The federal 
government's commitment to 
funding quality research is erod- 
ing, warn scientists and research 
groups. 

The National Research Council 
has been told to cut S20 million 
from its budget, and find another 
$74 million during the next five 
years as part of Canada's $800 
million share of the American 
space station project 

NRC president Larkin Kerwin 
said as many as 200 scientists 
could lose their jobs, while some 
NRC departments and facilities 
will be either shut down or sold. 

Kerwin, calling the govern- 
ment decision "regrettable", said 
council administrators have tried 
to minimize losses. "We have 
looked carefully at all our 
programs and have had to take 
some very difficult decisions," 
Kerwin said. 

The NRC cutback follows a de- 
cision this winter to freeze guaran- 
teed funding to the Natural Scienc- 
es and Engineering Research 
Council and the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council, 
which fund most research on 
Canadian campuses. As well, the 
government last year cut 50 per 
cent of the budget of Science 
Council of Canada, a policy and 
advisory body. 

Science and Technology Minis- 
ter Frank Oberle, who has been 
attacked almost daily in the House 
of Commons by opposition cri- 



tics, staunchly defends the govern- 
ment's move to reduce the federal 
deficit, and said reported damage to 
Canadian research is exaggerated. 

"There will be no layoffs and 
no pink slips [at the NRC]," said 
Oberle, even though senior NRC 
officials say layoffs are inevitable. 
And even if layoffs are avoided, 
they say, research will suffer be- 
cause of insufficient funding for 
equipment, supplies and support 
staff. 

"Of what I can see, budgets are 
dropping, and support is disap- 
pearing," said NRC physicist 
Zbigniew Basinski, a member of 
the Order of Canada who studies 
metal strength and fatigue. 

"Funding restraint [is making] 
my research impossible. From our 
point of view, the really terrible 
thing is that morale is going 
below sea level," he said. 

Mosur Sundaresan, chair of 
Carleton University's physics de- 
partment, said scientists outside 
the NRC also have reason to lose 
heart. "Although we have not 
been directly affected, we are very 
concerned about the future," he 
said. 

"We are not convinced the 
government is very concerned 
about the future. We are not con- 
vinced the government should be 
putting so much money into the 
space station project on such a 
long-term basis," said Sundaresan. 
The Canadian Association of 
University Teachers is not op- 
posed to Canadian participation in 
the space venture, but CAUT 
president Allan Sharp said the cut 
"is another wrong step to take." 

"Canada provides too little 
money for research in Canada. 
Mr. Oberle seems to be of the 
view that science policy in Canada 
can be improved without new 
funds," said Sharp. 

"We think improving science 
policy will require new money. 
Mr. Oberle is going to have to 
accept that fact, somewhere along 
the line," said Sharp. 

David Orlikow, New Demo- 
cratic technology critic, said the 
private sector will not provide as 
much financial support as the 
government is expecting it to. 

"There's no evidence mat that's 
going to work. Opinion in the 
private sector is contrary to that," 
Orlikow said. 

Opposition MPs have ha- 
rangued the Mulroney government 
for backing down on pre-election 
promises to double research and 
development spending. 

"The Prime Minister when he 
was leader of the opposition said 



he would increase funding to the 
NRC," Orlikow said. 

Lobby day on 
Parliament Hill a 
washout for CFS 

OTTAWA (CUP)— Canada's stu- 
dent leaders failed to win signi- 
ficant political points during re- 
cent Parliament Hill meetings 
with representatives of the three 
major parties. 

More than 100 members of the 
Canadian Federation of Students, 
holding a semi-annual general 
meeting in Ottawa, confronted 
caucuses of the Liberal, New 
Democratic and Progressive Con- 
servative parties November 4, but 
were given little more than warm 
promises from the opposition and 
evasive answers from the 
government. 

Carefully planned questions, on 
issues such as student aid, federal- 
provincial funding arrangements 
and student unemployment, were 
delivered to each caucus, though 
no time was given for follow-up 
questions or debate. 

While the Liberals and New 
Democrats fielded near-full caucus- 
es, with respective leaders John 
Turner and Ed Broadbent in attend- 
ance, die Conservatives decided to 
send only Jean Charest, Minister 
of State for Youth. 

Charest headed a delegation 
eon-sisting mostly of backbench- 
ers and bureaucrats. Other minis- 
ters with portfolios relevant to 
students and youth, including 
Secretary of State David Crombie 
and Employment Minister Benoit 
Bouchard, declined CFS invita- 
tions to hear student concerns. 

"We're a little disappointed that 
other parties were able to bring 
out more of their caucuses," CFS 
chair Tony Macerollo told the 
Tory caucus. 

Charest, who answered most 
questions, talked mostly about 
student unemployment rates. 
Macerollo said Charest's luke- 
warm answers were riddled with 
inaccuracies, adding "if Charest 
thinks he's pulling something on 
us, he's sadly mistaken." 

Responses from the Liberal and 
NDP caucuses, chaired by post- 
secondary critics Roland de 
Corneille and Lynn McDonald, 
were marked by enthusiastic yet 
predictable answers. 

"You're preaching to the con- 
verted," said McDonald, adding the 
Mulroney government is better 

able to fund post-secondary educa- 



tion and research than it claims. 

"Don't buy the line we're 
living beyond our means. We're 
not," said McDonald. "We spend 
less on health and education than 
most [Western] countries- 
Holland, Italy, England, Ireland- 
countries with much less re- 
sources than Canada." 

de Corneille, the head of a 
Liberal task force on post- 
secondary education due to report 
to this month's national party 
convention, said Canadian youth 
face "a very serious crisis" with 
high unemployment rates, rising 
fees, and skyrocketing student aid 
debt loads. 

"More Canadians are seeing 
that education is not a cost, but an 
investment," said de Corneille. 

Although opposition MPs 
were quick to support the federa- 
tion's causes during caucus meet- 
ings, little attention was given to 
student concerns later in the 
House of Commons. 

During question period, 
McDonald was the only MP to 
raise any education -related ques- 
tions. She asked Crombie if the 
government is considering a 
solution to rising debt loads. 

"I'll be happy to meet with 
[anyone] to deal with the situa- 
tion," Crombie said. 

Many CFS delegates found the 
caucus meetings futile. 

"I thought this was the biggest 
ass-kiss of all," said Chris Spiteri, 
a student council vice-president at 
the University of Ottawa. 

University of Victoria delegate 
Keith Piddington described the 
federation's performance as "very 
quiet, muted and stodgy." 

Piddington said CFS made a 
poor attempt at attracting media 
coverage. "I was looking for 
something with a bit more spark, 
a bit more drama, and a bit more 
fire," he said. 

"They're going to wonder back 
home what we're doing here. I 
think they're [CFS] afraid of 
offending anyone," he said. But 
Allan Sharp, president of the 
Canadian Association of Univer- 
sity Teachers, which coached 
students on lobbying techniques, 
said students should not have 
expected too much to come from 
the caucus meetings. 

"I don't think debate is an 
effective lobby tool," he said. 

Macerollo, who was re-elected 
CFS chair during federation meet- 
ings, promised to change the 
lobby format for next year's 
meetings.

Alcohol 
Policies 

Dear Editor, 

Laurentian's CAPE Commit- 
tee has circulated for discussion a 
draft entitled "Policies Governing 
the Use of Liquor at Laurentain 
University." Student assoscia- 
tions, residence councils, Feder- 
ated Colleges, and student service 
directors have all received copies 
of the draft and will be consulting 
about it over the next two weeks. 

The purposes of the policies 
are to establish regulations con- 
sonant with the purposes of the 
University, to ensure that the reg- 
ulations are carried out and to 
establish appropriate penalties. 
General Regulations 

In the section entitled "General 
Regulations," four policies are 
proposed: the Liquor Licence Act 
of Ontario is to be strictly ob- 



served; only designated areas or 
locations covered by a Special Oc- 
cassion Permit may be used for 
the consumption of alcohol, while 
the use of alcohol in residences is 
covered under another section; all 
servers and security people will be 
required to undergo training; pric- 
ing policies are proposed to en- 
courage "light" drinking and non- 
alcoholic beverages. 
The Pub and Special Func- 
tions 

The SGA revised its reg- 
ulations on the Pub in January, 
1980. These regulations are pro- 
posed in addition, that guests be 
signed in and that the number of 
guests may be limited by Student 
Security. Games or contests in- 
volving liquor consumption are to 
be banned. The Pub staff and Stu- 
dent Security are responsible for 
ensuring that laws and regulations 
are observed. Penalties for infrac- 
tions vary from removal from the 
Pub to charges being laid under 
Provincial Law, depending on the 



severity of the offence. 

As for Special Functions, the 
organizer whether a person or a 
group, is primarely responsible 
for the event and must ensure that 
a liquor licence is obtained in 
time, that all legal requirements 
are met, and that satisfactory ar- 
rangements are made for the safe 
removal of all guests. In the case 
of these events, the penalties 
proposed range from the loss of 
privilege to hold such an event for 
one term to legal action. 
Residences 

A fourth section of the policy 
document deals with UC and 
Single Students' Residences. In 
these residences liquor may be 
consumed only in private rooms, 
or apartments, or in the common 
rooms on the residence floor of 
UC, or in Wileys. The Senior 
Resident and Director of Services 
are responsible for applying the 
regulations, and penalties vary 
from a warning for a minor of- 
fence to expulsion for serious 



offenders. 

Regulations are also proposed 
for the operation of Wiley's. 

The Federated Colleges and 
their councils have been invited to 
develop their own policies to suit 
their particular circumstances. 

Finally, an appeals procedure is 
proposed for those who believe 
themselves to have been unjustly 
treated. 
Responses 

Responses to these policies are 
requested by Friday, Nov 21st. 
Individual submissions will be 
accepted, but you are encouraged 
to contact your association or 
council. Responses should be 
brought to Students Services, G-7 
Student Street. 

Copies of the policies are 
available for reading in Student 
Services.

"The University's primary 
function is not to train students, 
but to help them develop a critical 
approach to understanding the 
human situation." Although this 
was written by James H. Ham, 
President of the University of 
Toronto, it could have come 
straight from Dr. Stanley 
Mullins. This is hardly surprising 
considering the fact that it is 
written on a cue card taped to his 
office door. 

When Dr. Mullins came into 
office as President of Laurentian 
University in 1964, the campus 
was under construction. Norm- 
ally the President, as chief 
executive of the University and 
Chairman of the senate, has 
supervision over, and direction of 
the academic work; general admin- 
istration of the university, the 
teaching staff and the students. 
However, due to the fact that 
Laurentian University was only a 
few years old, Mullins was faced 
with the gigantic task of 
administering a university, guid- 
ing it through its formative years 
as well as supervising construc- 
tion on the site. 

Unfamiliar with the job, 
Stanley Mullins came to 
Laurentian with open eyes. His 
years in the army along with his 
academic training in Latin, 
French, and Greek first at Trinity 
College and later at the graduate 
school of the University of 
Toronto prepared him well for the 
combative task of the Presidency. 
The immediate issue facing the 
new President was the rapid 
growth of the university. This 
entailed not only the main build- 
ings, but also the increasing 
amount of programs being offered 



to Laurenuan students. 

Mullins was instrumental in 
implementing changes that 
occurred in the building plans. 
By the time he left in 1970, a 
third floor had been added to the 
classroom building. The Library 
Tower and Science II had been 
completed and the Fraser 
Auditorium had been built. In 
addition to making these mod- 
ifications to the original plans, 
Mullins supervised the construc- 
tion of three campus colleges and 
the residences. 

However, Mullins wasn't the 
only enthusiastic person around. 
The number of students increased 
dramatically during the first ten 
years. As students were becoming 
more numerous, the need for 
professional schools arose. Mul- 
lins played a major role in the 
installment of the Schools of 
Nursing, Physical and Health 
Education, Social Work, Tran- 
slators and Interpreters, and 
Commerce and Administration. 

During the 1960's, mere was a 
world-wide movement on the part 
of faculty and students to 
participate in the government of a 
university. This widespread wave 
of change reached Laurenuan in 
the late 1960's. Laurentian 
students, though not as militant 
as students elsewhere, were still 
influenced by the student activist 
movement. 

In the first years when 
Laurentian was still rather small, 
the Board of Governors was in 
charge of establishing policies 
and participating in the day-to-day 
administration of the university, 
while the students and faculty had 
no say in the decision making. 
Pressure was put on the Board to 
grant full representation to the 
faculty and students. As most 




governments do, the university's 
administration resisted the change. 
This led to the unpopularity of the 
administration and the President. 
Mullins became the prime target 
of the students. 

Mullins feels that the President 
is the interface between the 
function of the university (coun- 
cil) and the academic side. In his 
opinion, "The role of a faculty is 
to teach. If they want to parti- 
cipate, they should do so on an 
academic level." As for the 
students' interest in the politics of 
the university, Mullins was all for 
moderate representation on the 
Board. In his opinion, represent- 
ation would not be appropriate due 
to the fact that students are not 
here on a permanent basis and 
therefore cannot objectively think 
of the future of the university. 
Events came to a climactic point 
in the year of 1969 when Mullins 
left in a flurry of accusations and 
noise. (Incidently, Laurentian 
students just acquired this 
representation mis year.) 

Mullins came back to 
Laurentian in 1973 in the ca- 
pacity of professor. His time was 
mostly dedicated to teaching 
English, but he managed to 
become widely acclaimed as a 
literary critic and an expert on 
Canadian literature. He also 
played a big role in setting up the 
department of Theatre Arts and 
directed the first play the school 
produced. 

When asked how the university 
had changed, Mullins expressed 
concern of the "dehumanization of 
education." Society, in his opin- 
ion, is turning to technology to 
find the answers to human 
problems. This is reflected in 
education in the sense that more 
and more students are oriented

towards Science and Commerce. 
Students are not so much 
encouraged to take initiative, to 
think, to analyze as they are to 
just know the facts and figures. 
It seems that Dr. Mullins is a 



man who has come to understand 
the human situation. He has found 
himself in enough no-win 
situations and yet still graces 
Laurentian with enlightened 
endurance and dedication. 



Heavy

efore there was heavy metal, there was heavy 

metal, there was heavy metal. Long before it took 

on its metaphorical name, heavy metal music was 

part of rock'n'roll fabric and attendant culture. Just 

as rock'n'roll, in the form of rhythm and blues, had 

been part of popular culture before it was so named. 

Best indications are that the term heavy metal comes from beat gen- 
eration author William Burroughs' novel Naked Lunch. In song, 
Steppenwolf — whose music was a hybrid of hard rock and psychedalia 
— sang of "heavy metal thunder" in their 1968 highway anthem, "Born 
to be wild", although in the context of taming a motorcycle. 

The rock press began using heavy metal as a descriptive adjective in 
the late sixties, and by the early seventies it was being used as a noun. 
Heavy metal had its own identity as a rock'n' roll genre. 

Part of heavy metal's popularity is due to its musical simplicity. 
The music offers its fans both physical and mental release. Besides 
melody (not always, but it tries) and lyrical message (ditto), there is 
heavy metal's glorious white noise. Just sit in the fifth row and be 
purged as the bass guitar resonates through your chest cavity; gnash 
your teeth at the sting of the electric guitars. You want physical enter- 
tainment? You got it! 

Heavy metal fans are called headbangers, jarring their gray matter 
loose with the constant shaking up and down of their heads in time to 
the thunderous beat 

Heavy metal. Painfully loud, fiercely aggressive, and often in danger 
of dissolving into complete anarchy. 

The heavy metal experience is often described as cathartic: It can also 
be violent. At a Judas Priest concert at Madison Square Garden in 1984, 
fans ripped out seats before security guards could move in to make ar- 
rests. The tossing of fireworks and other projectiles is a typical method 
of expressing one's appreciation for a great show. Black Sabbath bassist 
Geezer Butler was once congratulated for a job well done by being 
knocked unconscious by a flying bottle. 

Some say the fans are merely emulating the antics of their heroes. 
Maybe so. On and off stage, heavy metalists never fail to put on a good 
show. 

Ten years into its career, AC/DC's sound hasn't changed a jolt since 
the beginning. 

Heavy metal has often been accused of being misogynistic, and 
hatred of women is a recurrent theme in AC/DC's early songs. Many of 
them were so X-rated it's surprising their albums didn't come wrapped 
in plain brown paper. In High Voltage s "The Jack", singer Bon Scott 
used card game metaphors for describing a girl with a sexually transmit- 
table disease. When the band performed "The Jack", with its sinuous 
bump-and-grind blues beat, Scott would twist the irony around, actually 
pointing to girls at the front of the stage, proclaming, "She's got the 
jack." The unlucky girls would run screaming from the club. 

On February 19, 1980, Bon Scott was found dead in the backseat of 
a car on a London street. Always a hard drinker who, according to lead 
guitarist Angus Young, "lived each day to the fullest," he had choked to 
death on his own vomit.

Heavy metal thunder rolls on. AC/DC continues to be about as 
repugnant a band as there ever was, a fact they capitalize on. One of the 
highlights of their set is Angus' mock striptease-more tease than 
strip, actually— when he drops his trousers midway through the set 
There is nothing remotely sexual about him exposing his pitifully 
skinny buns; it's just a prank. The group's audience is almost all male 
and the atmosphere at its shows is one of locker-room camaraderie— a • 
night out with the boys. 

Heavy metal, more than any other form of rock'n'roll, is a populist 
music that not only speaks to its fans but frequently for them as well 

Van Halen, who hail from the sedate Southern California town of 
Pasadena, are metal's most potent populist movement On stage the 
group relied on former lead singer David Lee Roth for a constant chum- 










my, wisecracking rapport with the audience and other members of the 
group. 

Van Halen was obviously ready to give a lot of themselves. En- 
closed in the album jacket of their third LP, Women and Children First 
(1980), was a large black-and-white poster of a seminudc Roth hand- 
cuffed to a chain-link fence, an indication that Roth sought to be recog- 
nized not only as rock's top party animal, but as its king stud as well. 
The band revelled in the affections of stardom. Groupies came and went 
from the hotel rooms with the regularity of nine- to- five communters. 
And Roth let it be known that he had taken out an insurance policy 
with the respected firm of Lloyds of London to protect himself against 
paternity suits. 

After all, the rock-star image has to be played to the hilt. 

In a widely publicized incident, prior to a concert at the Univertity of 
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■outhern Colorado in Pueblo, the band demolished a dining room, a 
•athroom and a dressing room, all because they spotted some brown 
4&M candies in a dish — a violation of a rider to the group's Contact, 
btal damages: $10,000. 

Ozzy Osborne has often sung about graveyards, but much to the 
vonder of his critics, he has yet to end up in one. His notoriety for a 
;eries of offstage stunts— such as biting off the head of a live dove just 
o shock a roomful of record company executives— has caused many to 
jcorn him as nothing more than a buffoon. 

Despite such self-destrucuve tendencies, Osborne is the most suc- 
;essful heavy metal performer of all time. As of 1985, he had 13 
ilbums over 17 years— five as a solo artist and eight as lead vocalist for 
he group Black Sabbath. Eleven of those have been certified either gold 
>r platinum. 



Osborne's madman-of-metal image has not only made him a weathly 
man; ultimately it has helped him to endure. Less than a year after bit- 
ing off the dove's head, Osborne was again in the news. On January 20, 
1982, he bit into what he assumed to be a fake bat a fan had tossed to 
him on stage during a show in Des Moines, Iowa. The animal was 
quite real, however, and Osborne was rushed to a nearby hospital after 
the show for rabies and tetanus shots. 

In February, Ozzy made another splash, this time by urinating in 
public at the Alamo. Texans were infuriated. 

His stage shows have been lavish to the point of excess. For his 
Diary of a Madman tour, pigs' intestines and calves' livers were tossed 
at the audience, and a midget was unceremoniously "hanged". Critics 
cal-led it a crude abomination, while Osborne howled with glee.

Judas Priest and particularly their hellfire screaming lead vocalist 
Rob Halford, have become widely acknowledged spokesmen for the 
metal movement. Their 1984 album title, Defenders of the Faith, says 
it all. 

And it is a faith, a new religion, especially for Judas Priest fans. 
Even the group's name, juxtaposing the title for a clergyman and the 
name of Christ's betrayer, suggests a redeeming yet forbidden presence. 
Judas Priest embarked on its first major United States tour in 1977. 
While the music was still in the process of refinement, the live show 
and overall image were becoming increasingly theatrical, highlighted by 
Halford's dramatic, forceful presence. Bedecked in black leather, silver 
studs, and motorcycle cap, and carrying his trademark black riding crop, 
the singer would strut menacingly across the stage, working himself 
into a frenzy until he seemed thoroughly possessed with spreading the 
heavy metal gospel. In a sort of sacrament, Halford would beat his 
clenched fists in the air, while the guitar duo of Glenn Tipton and K.K. 
Downing would cross their instruments over their heads, forming a 
skewed crucifix that was unnerving in its visual intensity. Halford fre- 
quents sex shops that carry S&M gear to augment his cache of bondage 
paraphernalia. 

Iron Maiden is one of the most literate of heavy metal bands, as well 
as one of its most misunderstood and controversial. Their songs often 
quote from classic British literature and frequently derive their hellish 
imagery and foreboding themes from famous films and writings, 
including the Bible. 

However, it is the band's songs about evil and Satan that have 
received the most attention and have elicited charges of satanism. This 
accusation has been leveled against many hard-rock acts, in nearly all 
cases undeservedly so. 

Bandleader/bassist Steve Harris wrote "The Number of the Beast", a 
first-person account of a rendez-vous with the devil, as a nightmarish 
fantasy, not as an endorsement of satanism. But despite Harris' adamant 
claims, there are many who take literally such lines as "666, the num- 
ber of the beast/666, the one for you and me," causing innumerable 
problems for the band. 

Strangely enough, though, Iron Maiden was "spooked" all during the 
recording of the LP The Number of the Beast. There were mysterious 
power failures during the sessions that took place at London's Batter 
Studios, and instances of amps blowing up and radio interference. The 
most unsettling incident occurred when producer Martin Birch was 
involved in a car crash, and the repair bill came to £666. 

The alleged references to satanism in Iron Maiden's and other heavy 
metal groups' music have been taken very seriously by some factions. 
In Arkansas, for example, legislation was enacted to muzzle indirectly 
or at least harass parties guilty of promoting satanism. Arkansas 
Congressman Jack McCoy proposed legislation in early 1983 that 
would require albums containing "backmasking" (backward satanic 
messages recorded onto one of the 24 or more tracks), to bear warning 
stickers. 

In the fall of 1984, Iron Maiden became the first Western rock'n'roll 
act since Slade to play in Poland, Hungary and Yugoslavia. The band 
was somewhat apprehensive about making the trip but it proved a suc- 
cess. One haunting moment, however, took place in Wroclaw, when 
the band played Folks Hall. The auditorium was built by the Nazis 
during their occupation in World War II, and has as its keystone a 
swastika.

Fractals: artificial 
creativity

Benoit Mandelbrot, professor 
of mathematics at Harvard and 
IBM fellow, visited Laurentian 
this week as part of the Falcon- 
bridge Lecture Series. Dr. Mandel- 
brot is known for the discovery of 
fractal geometry. Fractals were 
introduced to the english-speaking 
scientific community in 1977, 
with Mandelbrot's book called 
Fractals: form, chance, and 
dimension. Since then they have 
been researched by people the 
world over. At Laurentian, Dr. 
Kaye of the Physics department 
has travelled to many parts of the 
world delivering lectures and in- 
spiring more people to learn about 
fractals. 

According to Dr. Mandelbrot, 
fractals have affected not only the 
field of physics( from theoretical 
to applied) but also math where it 
has revived and advanced some 
very important ideas about set 
theory and aesthetics. In fact, Dr. 
Mandelbrot said that fractals are 
the most beautiful form of mathe- 
matical art since perspective was 
discovered in the late Middle 
Ages. 

In his lecture on November 6, 
he showed many unique and beau- 
tiful slides of mountains and 
clouds aU produced by a computer 
using fractal geometry. Apparent- 
ly some of these pictures were 
used to create landscapes for pop- 
ular movies. 

When asked what led him to 
his discovery of fractals, Dr. 
Mandelbrot replied that since his 
university days he has been 
interested in complicated, elusive 
theories and has been inspired by 
things unpredictable and vague. 
He added, however, that fractals

are governed by very simple rules. 

For more information about 
fractals and their application in
